TAXATION. 



Hoving shown tbo disprnporlionato rate ol 

oat tasatioD in comparison witli other Britis)' 
colonies, wo ehall prouiiod to diacuas llie ben 
means to carry out, what our ooiiditioii so :m 
peratWely demands,— a wholesale retrench 
ment. When wo say that tbe vory c^isierKe 
of these colomea depends on a radical cluinj2;e 
in both the system and espenso of their re- 
spootive governmcnls, wo are only iisscrting 
on* of Ihoso aolf-oviJeut truths which even 
the ofBoial mind of Victoria and New Wesl- 
miDSte? oaooot rofase to entertaiD. The la\vi< 
of DBtiire are inexorable, and when theiDhah" 
itants of a conntry aro unable to pay the 
demands the GoTcrnraent makes upon tlioin 
one of two courses must follow, eitUor llio 
people ore obliged lo luuvo the oouiilry or 
tbo Govornnient is obliged to coma down tn 
the financial capacity of the people. In any 
case the oQioial must malie up bis mind u> 
snfler a decrease in bis salary, or Iho aboli- 
tion ol his office. The error whioh has lioijii 
made in the mamifjeincnl of cvory lirilisli 
colony not po^^scssinu responsible govern- 
ment is a fundamental one. Instaad ol ailapt- 
iog the Qoveroment to the wants and ability 
of tho people, tbo people have been requiroil 
to adapt thomselvos to tho (iovornin'Hi'. 
Ordinary tailors rnonsuro tho cnstornor bo» 
foro thoy cut out the coat; bnt our olli ;ial 
workman first miilces the coat and wlieiiioi 
the man bo small or largo rcquuoH him to 
adept himself to its size. This is tho true 
ratimale of tlio monster garments which 
have been given to these two unfortunaio 
colonies. In consoDance with noithcr iho 
feelings nor tbo capacity of tho people, ihoir 
only effect haa boon to trip up tho inhabi- 
tants at every step, and make their progress, 
like the cmb's macoh, an " advoncing back- 
wards." Tho policy must now, however, be 
reversed — tho coat must bo made to suit the 
man, not tbo man the coat. 

In the neighboriof; oolony wo havo no loss 
than si.Tty"ono odicials, averaging close npon 
S2,000 each. These meu do, ou ordinary 
compulation, about ten men's work, and are 
therefore, however ornamcuial, anything bui 
tisaful membora of colonial society. So soon 
bs we have Union of the coloniea, wb slnill 
undoubtedly make slioi t work of them ; uoiil 
that event, however, ihero is no hope of any 
reform in British Columbia. The capital, 
from which should emaoate the first notes ol 
retrenchment, woold seem, on ocoouot of its 
handfull of iobabitante, really to bo afraid ol 
losing the cflioial grocory supplies, and ii, 
therefore, gagged ; the towns between New 
WeEttninstor and Liiloet are composed 
of a popalatioB that take very little intcrcbt 
in anylbiog politioal beyond tbeir own local 
reqairements and a passivo deairo for Ui ion, 
and with the exoeption of an oecasional 
growl aro silent ; and tho minora of Cariboo, 
the "saving clause" of the country, both 
mBterially and morally — the source of tlie 
oolony'i wealth and almost tbo cxclusivu 
home of its independence — are virtually pow- 
erless in the colony, and are obliged to pe- 
tition Ibe Homo authorities. In tliia state ol 
affairs, therefore, llio only hope of liriii.st, 
Columbia, os tbe miners themselves maintain 
is Union, and tbe sooner it cornea the better 
for all parties — the better even for New 
Weitmiostet ; for if there is any position that 
deslroyB tbe energy and saps tbe rigor of a 
people, it is that o( a dependent attitude ; and 
Union would lift British Columbia's eapitnl ho 
yood the insidious patronage of olHcials, who 
Bte living lazariooaly on tbe hard-earned con- 
Iribntiona of tbe miners of Cariboo. Taxation 
in tbo neighboring colony, is, as we have 
ebono, 8100 per head — we might even wi h 
greater truth incrense it lo 51120,— but we 
prefer leaving the larger rnai gin. .Vow lliere is 
uo earthly reason why ibis taxation should 
not be reduced to somelbing like $30 por 
man, which would even then be 50 per cent, 
higher than the Australian colony of Victoria, 
With Yancoavur Island and British Columbia 
under one Oovorninent, instead of tho inillii 
dollars at present ro(|uiroa to bo rnisoil i v 
ten or twelve thousand people, wo .sluold have 
our yearly outlay oonSoeJ to thron 01 lom 
hundred thousand ; or in other words what i'- 
now demanded of Vancouver Island nluix 
would sustain both colonics combined. \ 
hundred thousand dolhirs saved every year l.. 
our shopkoepera and our uiincr.-i would be 110 
small boon- Many a financial cia->h it wun il 
have prevented tbe present year ; many an 
iodustrions man it would have kept iii the 
country ; many an enterprise it would havo 
saved from sollapso. Our space in tho present 
issue will not admit of rriucli further eomrnont: 
but wa hope iu aiiutlier article to show how 
the relroncbmcnt we have heiu 8ugj;;cslod can, 
without tbe slightest detriment lo public m 
terests, bo practically carried out.
